More Judo Training 
Given to State Guard 


Sunday morning the Andover 
company of the State Guard as- 
sembled at the Playstead for its 
usual two-hour drill period. Winter 
equipment was issued to the new 
men, and reissued to the older ones. 


The company’s most recent re- 
cruits were given special instruc- 
tion in close order drill and the 
manual of arms by Cpls. Edward 
Thorburn and William Watt. The 
rest of the company spent a brief 
period at close order drill, under 
the command of Sgt. Everett Mc- 
Askill, followed by judo practice 
under instruction by Cpls. Frank L. 
Rody and Charles Porter, Cpl. Rody 
gave the men an interesting outline 
of the origin of judo, which is orig- 
inally a Chinese invention, and as 
practiced by the American military 
forces, has been modified and im- 
proved over the earliest techniques. 


Two local Navy men, John 
Mooney, signalman 3c, of High 
street, and Lawrence Grant, radio- 
man 3c, of School street, returned 
to Andover this week after seeing 
several months of constant action 
in the Sicilian and Italian opera- 
tions. They served aboard a troop- 
carrying vessel which brought units 
of the British First Army into 
Sicily, and later Gen. Clark’s now- 
famous Fifth, then a green and un- 
tried outfit, into Italy. 


Mooney served on the vessel as a 
battle-phone operator, transmitting 
orders from the officers to the gun 
crew. On the same ship, Grant 
served as radioman and anti-air- 
craft gunner. The ship was in con- 
tinuous action against submarines 
and aircraft from the middle of 
May, when it landed in North Afri- 
ca, until its return to this country 
a few weeks ago. 


The originai group of vessels, 
which held together as an invading 
force for several months, sailed for 
North Africa in early May. Imme- 
diately on landing, activities began 
towards the forthcoming Sicilian 
invasion, and, three days after the 
invasion began in some portions of 
Sicily in August, the ship, carrying 
about 400 troops in addition to 
quantities of high-test gasoline and 
high explosives, landed in a part 
of Sicily that had not yet been 
under attack. 

The landing place was Port Em- 
podocle, north of Gila, on Sicily’s 
west coast. The local boys imme- 
diately got a taste of the heavy 
action to come when Axis planes

ships safely into Allied hands, since 
their country had surrendered, 

“AS soon as I had received the 
message, I typed it out and tacked 
it to the bulletin board. Soon there 
were throngs of men around the 
board; they just danced and sang— 
Whatever they felt like doing. A 
few of them cried.” 


Continually Under Attack 


The message came while his ship 
was approaching Italy, but Grant 
and Mooney found out, as they ap- 
proached the shore that, if the 
Italians had given up the fight, the 
Germans definitely hadn’;. A heavy 
toll was exacted during the week's 
running battle with German air- 
craft, and Grant is positive that no 
German who flew on the initial days 
was alive to take part in attacks at 
the end of the week, 

All the planes were ME 109’s: 
there were no Stukas or other 
bombers, except on one occasion. 
Then a flight of four high-level 
bombers flew over, dropping flares 
in an Allied code, so that they were 
presumed to be Allied planes, How- 
ever, they dived suddenly to rain 
bombs on a British warship, which 
suffered some damage. How they 
learned the code, which was 
changed daily, is still unknown. 

On another occasion, a flight of 
24 U. S. bombers were seen coming 
from Sicily, and, a little behind 
them were six fighter planes pre- 
sumed to be serving as a fighter 
escort for the bombers. They turned 
out to be German aircraft, how- 
ever, and a stiff fight ensued, 


Luftwaffe In Poor Shape 

Young Grant had a poor opinion 
of the Luftwaff, despite the con- 
stant: bombardment. The Messer- 
schmidts often dived so low that 
the faces of their pilots could be 
seen from the ship; they appeared 
to be mere boys. At other times, 
the Germans muffed fine opportun- 
ities to damage American ships, and 
were apparently “rattled” or afraid 
to fight it out. 

Grant also described the activi- 
ties of “human torpedoes’—expert 
Axis swimmers who would swim 
out from shore, sometimes as far 
as two miles, towing mines which 
they fastened to ships in the her- 
bor. Such incidents occurred fox 
four nights during the week off Sa- 
lerno. 

After their mission in Italy had 
been accomplished, Grant’s vessel 
sailed non-stop to Gibraltar “which 
was certainly good to lay eyes on,” 
and then across the ocean to a U. 
S. port. On the whole return Voy- 
age, only two depth charges were 
dropped, and there was no action 
of any kind.

The five-month adventure was 
Mooney’s first taste of action. but 
Grant has been at sea constantly 
during the past two years.
